FOOLISH LEGISLATION A BAk 
TO LAW ENFORCEMENT 
The American people are a nation of law vio­ 
lators. 
That statement has been 
made, many 
times by “wet” advocates to bring discredit on 
prohibition, but how many citizen^ of this coun­ 
try realize that it would be true if there were no 
eighteenth amendment or Volstead act? 
. 
There are so many laws on our statute books 
that are foolish and cannot be enforced, that with 
the best intentions we break them. 
Men in pub­ 
lic life and jurists have frequently called attention 
to the growing tendency in America to enact leg­ 
islation for every conceivable purpose, but appar­ 
ently these warnings have had no effect. 
Impractical, non-enforceable laws are the curse 
of this country and have done more than any 
thing else to create disrespect for government. 
The World war led to restrictions being placed on 
the rights and liberties of the American people 
that the founders of this country never dreamed 
of, and many of these laws are still in existence. 
The income tax is just one example. It is neces­ 
sary that the people should bear the burden of 
our war debts, but the federal government exer­ 
cises autocratic control over every citizen in the 
United States by its systam of collecting income 
taxes. It pries into the personal affairs of every 
wage earner and property owner. 
There ih no 
such thing any more as freedom from federal in­ 
terference and thfe invasion of state rights..has 
increased to sueh an extent that the fundamental 
principles of our government have undergone a 
radical change, with centralization of authority 
in Washington.

This is but one phase of the subject. Taxation 
la necessary, although there may be honest dif­ 
ferences of opinion as to the way it should be 
imposed and collected, but a great deal

legislation is the result of hysteria, lobbying by
